PAUPER LABOR.» 
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States From England. 


From Castle Garden to pennsylvanla Hun- 
gerians in the Coke Regions—Living on the 
Offal of the Slaughter Houses. 


By Telegraph to the Post- Diapatod. 

UNIonTownN, PA., December 31.— The im- 
portation of Hungarian laborers in large 
numbers by the proprietors of the large cok 
works in this region has produced a great deal 
of dissatisfaction among the native miners 
and laborers. The first party of these cheap 
livers and cheap laborers was brought here 
a little more than three years ago by the pro- 
prietors of .the Norwood Coke Works, The 
miners employed at these works had threat- 
ened to strike, and, anticipating the trouble, 
the managers sent an agent to Europe and 
brought these people over, landing them 
shortly after the strike began. They were a 
very tough-looking set of people, dirty, ig- 
norant and n but they were willing to 
work, and they were immediately put in 
the mines. Many ot them had never been 
undergr und before, and at first were terri- 
bly frightened. 

ALL SORTS OF THREATS 
were made against them at that time, and 
various precautions were taken by the ope- 
rators to protect them from their more civ- 
iiized fellow workmen. Serious trouble was, 
however, averted, and from that time until 
the present fresh detachments have contin- 
ued to arrive. There are now in the neigh- 
borhood of 2,000 in the whole coke region. 
So far, they have only attempted the com- 
monest kind of labor, uen as drawing coke 
and digging coal, and also that of 
‘“oxing cars, which consists in 
throwing the finished product of the 
ovens into the railroad cars. The women 
assist the men and do fuily as much work. 
You see them everywhere at work among 
the men, their stumpy little figures and pe- 
euliar dress making them distinguishable. 
Whiie at work they wear a little coarse 
shawl thrown over the head, concealing all 
save a

and a pair of small brigut jm A man’s 
coat, with arms cut off, frequently 
adorns the shoulders and body, while 
a short, thick woolen or flannel 
petticoat completes the toilet o the 
knees, where itis met by a pair .of men’s 
tup boots, Armed with a steel-pronged fork 
a woman will fila box car with coke in 
something over five hours, for which her 
husband or the man she works for receives 
81 50. It has been ulleged by the enemies of 
these people that they are very promiscuous 
in their habits, but this is not generally be- 
lieved: There are nearly as many Women as 
men among them.

| Important Delivered To-day 
by City Counselor Bell. 

At a meeting of the Board of Health held 
December 27, the following resvulutions 
were adopted: N 

Resolved, That his Honor, the Mayor, be 
requegted to obtain the opinion of the City 
Counselor on the following: 

1. Can the Board of Health, under the 
existing ordinances, refuse to accept death 


certificates from physicians who, although 
they have registered with the Heai th Com- 
missioner, under existing ordinances, have 
been practicing less than five years and have 
n t registered withthe State Board of Heaith 
in compliance with the provisious of an act of 
the General Assembly entitled. “An act 
to regulate the practice of medicine and sur- 
gery, approved April 2, 1883?“ 

Can the Board ot Health, under the ex- 
isting ordinance and State laws, refuse to 
receive death ceptificates sigued by physi- 
clans not registered by the State Board of 
Health who have been practicing physicians 
lor 29 2 pg * not, can an ordi- 
nance asse the Munici 

to that effect? 4 1 

3. Can we impose, by ordinance, any re- 
striction or regulations in respect to the 
practice of medicine in this city other than 
those contained in the Siate law. 

4. Under the Siate law are physicians who 
have been engaged in the practice of medi- 
eine for more tian five years previous to the 
passage of said act obliged to register under 
the State law? 

City Counselor Bell this morning for- 
warded to the Mayor an elaborate opinion in 
response to the questions propounded. ‘To 
the rst inquiry he says: All persons en- 
gaged in practicing medicine in St. Louis 
must comply with the provisions of the State 
law on the subj-et, under penalty ofa mis- 
demeanor for failure to do so. With refer- 
ence. Lowever, to death or burial certificates, 
the matter is one of purely local regulation, 
to which no allusion is made in the 
State statutes, and which is exciusive:y 
governed by the provisions of the city ordi- 
hance on the subject. Every physician in St. 
Luuis is required by article 10 of chapter 14 
of the Revised Ordinancees, when a patient 
dies under his care, to make two death cer- 
tificates, ete. “In my opinion, there- 
fore, death certificates issued by any one not 
authorized to practice medicine in the city of 
St. Louis under the terms of the State law, 
shouid not be accepted by the Board. not- 
withstanding the party issuing the same has 
complied with the city ordiua.ce 
governing physicians. As to the 
second question the Bourd can not refuse the 
certificate of a physician lvucaily registereu, 
but who has been for five years practicing, as 
such are exempted from Staie registration, 
if the term had been made when the law 
went into effect.” 

To the third question, “restriction cannot 
be imposed inconsistent with the State law.” 

To theg¢fourih question, “physicians en- 
gaged in practice five years before the State 
law passed are not required to register.“

Prison Labor Contracts. 
From the Boston Herald. 

Contract labor in prisons will enzage more or 
less of the attention of several Legislatures this 
winter. The usual complaint that those who pro- 
pose its abolition have nothing to substitute for it 
and want prisoners kept in idleness is met by the 
Legisiative Commmtee of the New Jersey Labor 
Congress, who recommend the following” system: 
The employment of as many prisoners as possi- 
ble zu producing articles necessary for use in 
State institutions; the limitation of a prisoner’s 
day’s work to eight hours, and that two hours be 
added for moral and lateilectual teaching; plac- 
ing a certain sum to a man’s credit for each day’s 
work, to be paid to uis family, or, if he has none, 
to him at the expiration of bis term; and, lastly, 
employing men not at werk on Stute manulfact- 
ures in divisions of not more than twenty at any 
one branch, the result of this labor to be sold at 
an appraisal, that it may not bring less than mar- 
ket rates. None of these proposals is new, but 
tney are now put together and acvocated by one 
of the foremost aud most Gousetvative labor or- 
ganizations in the countrys a Satisfactory set- 
tlement of the matter.

The Executrix of Lady Lytton Puts 
Balwer’s Biography in New Light. 


Lord Lytton expressed himself so freely 
and fuily inhis novels on aimost every 
phase of steial life and intercourse that the 
main interest attaching to his Life and 
Letters,” the first two volumes of which are 
already published, is in such measure ot per- 
sOhal gossip as they reveal.

‘Lhe editor somewhat abruptly 
rids himself of the dilflicuity by proposing 
not to ‘sitin judgment’ on his parents, but 
Lord Lytton’s own letters are the 
best materials for any judgment 
would be found to furnish ample 
excuses for Lady Lytton’s retaliation while 
suffering from grelvous wrongs. 1 take this 
opportunity to state that the poor lady tived 
for mauy years at Sydevham in comparative 
poverty, latterly attended by one servant 
and assisted by friends: that she died in 
March, 1882, and was buried at S.iriey, near 
Croydon.

‘Tyese I may shortiy publish, for, 
although I should be unwilliug to give an- 
noyauce to the fainily, I feel that justice is 
due to the memory of my much wronged 
friend, which the recent published biography
